If a pin be placed at Denver on tbe 


map, snd another at Stockton, Cal., 
and a string be drawn from one to the 
other, an air line will be marked pass- 
ing through the heart of a wonderful 
gold territory. Slightly to too nostb of 
Denver in Central City, and southwest 
of tbat city is Cripple Creek. About 30 
I iles to tbe north of tbe string JLead- 
fille will be fonnd. In tbe southwest 
corner of Colorado will appear Telln- 
ride, Rico and other points whex,e gold 
is mined. Marysvale, in Utah, almost 
due south uf Salt Lake City, will ap- 
pear to the south of the string. Fifty 
miles to tbe north of it, near tbe line 
between Utah and Nevada, will appear 
Osceoia. Deep Creek lies north of Osce- 
oia and on tbe southern edge of tbe 
great desert west of Salt lake. Detroit 
and several other rich gold camps are 
almost due east of Osceoia. Pioche lies 
100 miles south of tbe string, and the 
wonderfully rich gold territory of the 
Monkey Wrench district lies southwest 
of Piooba 


Mow, north und south of tbe string 


will appear dotted on the map of Neva- 
da tbe gold camps of Grant, Freiburg, 
Reveille, Eawicb Valley, San Antonio, 
Gold Peak, Hot Springs, Belleville, 
Candelara and numerous others. Al- 
most under tbe string, in Cahforna, we 
find Bodie, and to tbe north of it Mar- 
klevilte and other points—all on tbe 
eastern slope of the Sierra Nevada 
mountains. On tbe western slope of tbe 
great sierras tbe string will be almost 
on the Oiica mine, which is located be- 
tween San Andreas and Sonora. North 
and south of tbe Utioa mine are hun- 
dreds of rich gold mines in profitable 
operation.

ton is about 1,200 miles. On no portion 
of tbe habitable globe is there a region

bear within their bosoms more wealth 
than ever was dreamed of by Croesus.—

DECAPITATION. 


Life Said to Remain Lonsr After tn« 


Head !• Severed. 


"The executions in Paris during re- 


cent years have revived tbe old question 
whether death inatantaneonsly follows 
upon the severance of the head from 
tbe body," says tbe Massachusetts Med- 
ical Journal. "Dr. Cinel asserts that 
decapitation does not immediately affect 
the brain. He says tbat tbe blood which 
flows after decapitation comes from tbe 
large vessels of the neck, and there is 
hardly any call upon tbe circulation of 
tbe cranium. The brain remains intact, 
nourishing itself with the blood retained 
by tbe pressure of the air. 


"When Che blood remaining in tbe 


bead at the moment of separation is ex- 
hausted, there commences a state, not 
ot death, bat of inertia, which lasts up 
to the moment when tbe organ, no 
longer fed, ceases to exist Dr. Cinel 
estimates that the brain finds nourish- 
ment in the residuary blood for about 
an hour after decapitation The period 
of inertia would last for about two 
hours, be thinks, and absolute death 
would not ensue till after tbe space of 
three hours altogether. 


"If, he adds, a bodiless head indicates I 


by no movement tbe horrors of its situ- 
ation, it is because it is physically im- 
possible tbat it should do so, all the 
nerves—which serve for tbe transmis- 
sion of orders from the brain to tbe trnak 
•being severed; but there remains tbe 
nerves of hearing, of smell and sight, 
and h» concludes tbat the guillotine does, 
not cause instant death. If this be true, 
could any other form of death be man 
metoilflis?"

CAREFUL GREEK PARENTS. 


BOTH Were Eirorted to School Jmt 


M GlrU Are Mow. 


Tbe extraordinary care that the Gre- 


cian boy received in his formative years 
made bis moral training more effective 
than that inculcated by tbe most caretnl 
of modern parents. His general educa- 
tion, coupled with skillful and continu- 
ous physical instruction, produced a 
moral cultivation very similar and fnlly 
as strict as that the Christian father 
teems necessary for his daughters. 


A pedagogue, generally an old and 


trusted slave, led the boys to school and 
called for them after it closed, carried 
the books, looked out for the little boys, 
kept tbe older ones from fighting and 
falling into bad company and had a 
general oversight of their conduct and 
street form. He was by no means a 
schoolmaster or even a private tntor, not 
even being allowed to enter tbe> scjiool- 
room. Oftentimes ignorant in tbe ex 
treuie^Jie wag chosen simply because of 
bis loyalty to the family and some- 
times, I fear, because be was unfit for 
any other occupation. Though tbe butt 
«f the boys' ridicule as well as that of 
thecomio poetaand low wits of the day, 
he did an iucalcnlable service in prevent- 
ing vicious companionships and keeping 
pure the minds of those intrusted to his 
charge. 


The child was never sent off to board- 


ing school, but boys attended tbe day 
school; town life prevailed. Besides, 
that sentiment that zealously guarded 
the boy's purity with a pedadogne from 
his sixth to his sixteenth rear could 
brook no intermission of personal over- 
sight. Education was essentially pri 
vate, the state having jurisdiction sim 
ply over the moral and not the profes- 
sional standing of the teacher.— Popn 
lar Science Monthly.

chrysalis, tbe germinating home of tbe 
seed, which by some agency, turns its 
unfortunate foster mother into wood.

pillnr itself is produced by tbe ruta, 
urging in support of their theory that 
if springing from a seed the shoot wonld 
grow cot of different parts of tbe cater- 
pillar instead of invariably growing 
out of tbe head.

By the introduction of electricity, 


into tho process tho period required 
for the tanning of leathers has been 
very materially reduced 
In the final 


process of onhairiug tbe pelts nud skins 
it has been demonstrated that if a cur- 
rent of small density be passed through 
tbe solution of lime and arsenic in 
which they are usually soaked the proc • 
ess is so hastened that the skins ate 
ready for the mechanical removal of the 
hair in several hours, whereas in the 
ordinary way it wonld require several 
days. The passage of the electric cur- 
rent appears to carry the solution into 
tbe pores of the hide in a very remark- 
able manner. After the hair ia removed* 
and the skins placed in tbe proper tan- 
ning solntiona a weak current is again 
passed through tbe solution, which has 
a similar accelerating effect The fig- 
ares of time required for tanning by 
this process are, with baik llqnor, abont 
18 day* for cowhide and one-half to 
three da>« for calfskin and oae day tor 
kangaroo.—-Philadelphia Record.
